Vermillion is about 200 miles north of 
the mouth of Smoky river and about 400 in 
a diaect line north by north-west of Edmon- 
ton. Mr. Lawrence lett by canoe on Sept. 
| 15thand reached the mouth of Smoky river 
on the 380th, He there joined Rev. Mr. Brick 
| and the mining party and came out with

the upland of Peace river, but this sample 
woes far towards settling the question favor- 
ably. Owing to lateness in getting seed it 
was not sown until the 12th of May and was 
cut on Sept. Ist. The spot where it wasgrown 
is on the trail from Smoky river to Dunvegan 
24 miles from the former and 36 miles from 
the latter, 8 miles back from the river and 
7 miles from the woods in the rear. Barley 
was sown at Old Wives Lakes on May 90th 
and cut in the latter end of August and po- 
tatoes planted on May 1st. At Dunvegan 
wheat was sown on April 22nd and cut in the 
latter end of August, being fully five feet in 
height. The season this year was two or 
three weeke later than usual, as wheat has 
been sown at Dunvegan on April 12th. Mr. 
Brick also brought two Specimensof hulless 
barley grown at Dunvegan and Old Wives 
lakes, the grains of which are nearly twice as 
large as those of the ordinary six-rowed bar- 
ley grown here. Potatoes and garden veget- 
ables generally were an excellent crop, Two 
yours ago Mr. Brick sowed a pound of fall 
wheat iu September. It started and came 
up in the single blade before winter. It was 
not winter killed. In August of '85 he cut it 
and it yielded 80 pounds of clean grain. The 
yield of wheat has generally been from 22 to 
25 bushels per bushelsown. Mr. Brick makes 
bis own flour from his own wheat with a 
emall hand mill. Snow generally comesabout 
the 9th or 10th of November and remainsun- 
til the middle of March. Cattle are generally 
turned out about the 19th of March. Last 
fall the Snow came about Deceniber lst and 
the cattle ran out until three days before 
Christmas. Growth of vegetation commences 
about May lst and continues until the first 
heavy frost occurs about the second weck in 
September, Last summer, buckwheat and 
cucumbers did not freeze up to September. 
Berries were very plentiful this year, sa-ka- 
toon berries being aslargeas common bullets. 
Game was very scarce. The bears kept in 
the woods on account of berries belng plenti- 
ful. Rabbits and lynx have disappeared, al- 
60 prairie chickens, and moose are scarce. 
Even during thesummer the Indiansare very 
scarce of provisions, and unless an increase 
in the quantity of game takes place they are 
likely to starve this winter. The measles 
were just breaking out amongst them when 
Mr. Brick left on Oct. 6th, and four deaths 
had occurred already. At Lessor Slave luke 
up to October 12th, 66 deaths had occurred.
